This application is to be rejected by the Reason 2 stated in the 
Notice of Reason for Rejection dated April 6, 2009. 

The contents of the Argument and the Amendment filed by the 
applicant have been reviewed, but no sufficient ground to overcome 
the reasons for rejection has been found. 

[Remarks] 

The applicant filed the Amendment and, also the Argument in which 
the applicant argues that with the invention of the present 
application "the switching-over of the task combination is performed 
after waiting for completion of execution of a specified task, but 
not waiting for completion of other task(s)." 

However, the applicant's argument that "the switching-over of 
the task combination is performed without waiting for completion of 
the task(s), other than the specified task" is not based on the 
recitation in claims. Hence, the applicant's argument cannot be 
accepted. 

Further, with respect to the task group and the module group, 
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it has been the widely performed process to determine as to whether 
the timing of switching-over of the module of the task group and the 
module group should be made immediately, or should be waiting for 
the time when the switching-over becomes possible , according to the 
use state of the module structuring the module group and the task 
group. For example, it is described in the document 2 (paragraph 
[0015], etc.), and the document 3 (paragraph [0008], etc.). Hence, 
the inventions claimed by Claims 1-6 of the present application could 
have been easily made by a person of ordinary skill in this art based 
on the invention described in the cited document 1. 
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If the applicant is dissatisfied with this Decision, a demand 
for appeal may be filed against the Commissioner of the Patent 
Office within three (3) months from the mailing date of the 
Decision (four (4) months for a foreign resident) (Article 121, 
Paragraph 1 of Patent Law) .
